No supervisor of elections, marshals or 
epnty marshals of the United States 
as power to interfere in the smallest de- 
gree with any person claiming the right 
o vote for electors of president and vice 
resident of the United States. 
The 


nnclions of these officials are limited to 
ougressional elections and it is time 
lat they should understand that there 


are well defined'honnds to their powers 
n such elections even. All citizens who 
are entitled to vote in any state for dele- 
ates for the legislature or general as- 
sembly of the state are entitled to vote 
m respective congressional districts of 
leir atates for represenatives in congress. 
The power of determining upon the 


day of any election, the persons who are 
ntiUod to cast their votes, in any elec- 
on district or precinct of a oongression- 


I district is vested primarily and exclu- 
ively in the state judges of election of 
such election district or election precinct. 
Every inhabitant of each election district 
r precinct in a state, who asserts a claim 
o the ballot, has a right to go, without 
indrance, upon the day of election he- 
ore the day judges of election of his 
action district or election precinct and 


make claim to to thfl privilege of a vote. 


No supervisor of election, marshal* or 
eputy marshals of the United States, 
o state officer, no human being, be his 
uthority what it may, can lawfully pre- 
ent his access to the judges of election 
or the purpose of making such claim, 
t is for these judges of election to say 
hotter they will accept the ballot from 
le man who claims the right to deposit 


The proper and intended omoe of mar- 
lals and deputy marshals ot the United 
tates at congressional elections, was to 
>roteot the voter on his way to the polls 
o submit to the judges ot elections his 
aim to the elective franchise, to pre- 


serve fit order while such claim was 


nder consideration, and to secure the 
rrest of those who were detected in at- 
empting to deposit a fraudulent vote in 
he ballot box, under the care of the 
udgos of election. 
If such marshals or 
epntiea, having this limited authority, 
usurp the right to arrest a citizen who 
s proceeding peacefully to the polls, 
they moke themselves, in (set, judges 
of the elections, and violently take 
nto their hands the determination of is- 
ne of such election. They are wrong 
oers, whom the citizen may lawfully 
withstand and resist when he is thus un- 
awfnlly interfered with. The interpos- 
ng of gangs of ruffians, paid out of the 
Hiblio treasury, between the citizen and 
le ballot-box upon the day of any elee- 
on, and especially upon the day of * 
residential election, is unquestionably 
he greatest outrage which can be per- 
wtrated upon a citizen of the United 
tates.
